Although only one meeting has 
been held great Interest bas been taken 
in the summer school and It is probable 
that it will be largely attended.

In That City Every Y««r. 


The Pnntagraph: A Pantagrapber re- 


cently started out to ascertain as nearly 
as possible the effect the new law prohib- 
iting the sale of cigarettes would have on 
tbe local tobacco trade. It is probably 
well known that a bill was introduced in 
the senate several weeks ago taxing the 
sale of cigarettes to such a degree as to 
practically prohibit the business. Tbe 
law bas the hearty endorsement of the W. 
C T. U. and other organizotiocs. 
The 


bill passed tbe senate by an almost unani- 
mous vote, but is still on the calendar In 
the house, and whether it will be reached 
before tbe end of the session is an open 
question. 


Few people bave an adequate idea of 


tho extent to which cigarettes are used 
even In 
Bloomington. 
Most persons 


doubtless would say that the consumption 
is small, as few men or boys are seen 
smoking tbe paper cigars 
Tbe fact is 


that a very large sumber is consumed. 
During warm weather at least 60,000 a 
week ace sold to tbe local trade, and a 
wholesale tobacconist estimates tbat the 
average for the year is -10,000 each week. 
A great many boys and young men buy 
them, and there ore not a few women who 
are known to be addicted to tbe bablt. 
Men usually prefer cigars, but there are a 
few who consume large quantities of cigar- 
ettes. It is a close estimate tbat tbe week- 
ly cigarette bill in this city is $250 a week 
or in otber words $113,000 a year. If tbe 
consumption is exactly 40,000 a week, 
then 3,080,000 cigarettes are smoked here 
every year. 


lhare are a dozen kinds of cigarettes, 


but one brand Is tbe favorite with smok- 
urs and its sales reach 97 per cent of tbe 
total consumption. They are well adver- 
tised, both through the press and by otber 
means. The button fad has been worked 
for all it is worth for this purpose, and 
eoiue very pretty designs are given cut, 
Including Hags of all nations, state seals, 
pictures of actors and actresses and many 
other subjects. 


The American Tobacco company which 


is one of the great trusts, manufactures 
most of the cigarettes made The leading 
tobacconist of Bloonilngton says that 
wherever laws hove been passed interfer- 
ing with the sale of cigarettes tbe trust 
has promptly quit selling until tbe law 
becomes a dead letter, wblch It does in 
nearly every instance. The representa- 
tives of tbe trust claim tbat these bills are 
introduced as "sandbaggers," in other 
words tbat they are put up to be killed if 
a sufficient sum of money is forthcoming. 
For a time tbe cigarette people honored 
their demands, from both state legisla- 
tures and city councils, but tbe "states- 
men" developed such voracity that this 
policy was abandoned. There Is another 
and less expensive way of dealing with 
the issue. A fine quality rf tobacco, suit- 
able fcr cigarette making, le packed In tin 
boxes and with it a quantity of cigarette 
paper, so that the smoker can roll them 
tip for use at bis leisure. This is not a 
violation of tbe law. 


In this connection it iray be of Interest 


to tbe public to know tbat there are still 
a goodly number of snuff-takers in this 
community, although very few are ever 
observed in the act. There are dealers 
bere who sell several barrels of tbe com- 
pound every year. One grocery store pat- 
ronized largely by Swedes disposes of 100 
pounds every two weaks. It Is also csod 
by old time Germane. Tobacconlsti.aay 
that a peculiar feature of the aimff"-trSiJe 
Is that nearly every purchaser explains 
tbat tbe atnff Is wanted for some one el>». 


No one hae taken pains to run this 


habit down In Decatur but it Is fair to 
presume that the consumption of cigar- 
ettes in Decatur is fully as great If not 
greater than In Bloomlngton.

the lax enforcement of the laws respect- 
ing ezaminatlon of banks and loan asso- 
ciations have been so disastrous in Chi- 
cago that the present "legislature will not 
have discharged its most important duty 
to the pnople until It baa placed upon the 
itatute books the legislation thit is need- 
ed to protect depositors and stockholders 
from dishonest officials. 


The controversy as to whether the state 


Is responsible tor the losses sustained by 
the recent bank failures Is timely and in- 
teresting, but so long as there is no prob- 
ability of the state rolmborslng the depos- 
itors who were despoiled of their savings 
in there banks there is little relief for 
this class except In new legislation. Sev- 
eral praiseworthy attempts have already 
been made to supply the needed legisla- 
tion. One of the most meritorious meas- 
ures Introduced In the assembly is Sen- 
ator Monroe's bill to protect depositors in 
•svlngs banks and investors in building 
and loan ssoolationa. It prohibits the 
loaning of money Jn exee&i of 10 per cent 
of the capital stock paid in. Every direc- 
tor In a bank or association who shall 
knowingly violate, participate in or as- 
«jnt to such violation, or who shall know- 
ingly permit any of the officers, agents T 
servants of the association to violate the 
provisions hereof, shall be held liable in 
his personal and Individual capacity for 
all damages which the assocation, its 
shareholders or any other person shall 
have sustained in ooBnequnnce of such 
violation. 


Mr. Avery's bill amending the law In 


relation to fraternal beneflaiary societies 
Is another commendable measure, in that 
Its author was very manifestly Impelled 
by the same motives that led to the fram- 
ing of Senator Munroe's bill. The meas- 
ure is a recognition of the popular de- 
mand for greater security for the invest- 
ors in all associations that bold to trust 
the small savings of the people. The Av- 
err bill provides that the books of snob 
fraternal societies shall be subject to ID- 
gpect'on by the insurance superintends, 
and that any refusal to answer Inqairios 
or supply Information shall be deemed 
sufficient grounds for suspending the op- 
erations of the society In this state.

OUR WAR HISTORIES. 


Complaint of Their Almoit Cnlverxat 


Unfalrneu. 


It has been one of the misfortunes of 


the south that she has yet to produce a 
writer who would describe her part in 
the civil war intelligently, faithfully 
and justly. Victor's chronicles, writ- 
ten while the echo of battles was still 
ringing in his ears, is an absurd per- 
formance. Some critic long ago re- 
marked of him that if he had been told 
that one southern soldier had confront- 
ed a. union army and had demanded in- 
stant surrender, and the army had im- 
mediately laid down his arms to him, 
Victor would have swallowed the yarn, 
hook, bait and sinker. Pollard's "Lost 
Cause" is a more interesting and better 
written book, but i t is infected with this 
exaggeration and with a partisanship 
which did the south much harm, when 
It was published, and «vhidh even now, 
when we can be calm over these things, 
seems very foolish. Jefferson Daus' 
history is a cumbersome affair, which 
probably not 50 pertons have ever even 
read after toiling through the first 
Volume, and Alexander H. Stephens' 
Jmrrative is too philosophic for popular 
tomprehension. 
There has been a 


swarm of small writers in the south, 
who have e\idently made Pollard their 
model. I have come across one or two 
of their histories for schools, or for the 
people, wiflhin, a year or two. 
It is 


impossible to read them without either 
exceeding anger 
or convulsions of 


laughter. Dr. Jones, a clergyman, has 
prepared one which is a continuous 
rhapsody of southern valor from the 
first to the last chapter, and a gross ex- 
aggeration of northern faults. It is in- 
tolerable that a new generation in the 
south should be fed on such stuff as this 
at the hands of a member of the sacrfd 
profession who has about as much fit- 
ness for writing history as Georg* 
Francis Train has to discourse on the 
philosophy of human reason, and yefc 
who evidently believes in the troth of 
every page he has written. 


It is a remarkable fact that Horace 


Oredey's "American Conflict," written 
jpost-haste in his spare hours from edi- 
torial work, and in large part while the 
(rebellion was still on, and with Frank 
(Moore's "Record" us his chief author- 
ity, is really at this late day the best 
narrative from the pen of a northern

The truth is that a complete, 
accurate and impartial history of tlie 
'rebellion has yet to be written. The 
count of Paris has come nearer to it 
than anyone, bait he lacks insight into 
the civil and social conditions of the 
people, and the great value of his work 
is from the standpoint of the militarv 
critic, writing largelj for tacticians ii 
the art of soldiership and for scholars. 
The amount of northern literature on 
the subject from the pen of word mon- 
gers and partisan hacks is appalling, 
but in the past 15 years, since northern 
newspapers and magazines began to 
find that it was safe fox them to give the 
southern versions of battles, sieges and 
campaigns, there has been a vast win- 
nowing of the chaff, as well as an aecr- 
mulaitioa of a great repositoiy of solid 
information. There could be no nob'or 
task for a scholar of leisure than to 
apply himself to it for 20 years and 
evohe from it the history which both 
th« people of the north and the south 
will accept, which will have the spirit 
of the bench and not of the bar. in which rebuilt 
the author will look to 2000 and not Leader. 
1900 far his fame, and which, like Hal- 
lam's "History of the English Consti- 
tution," will win the encomium of all 
parties and sections, as it did 70 years 
ago, of being in its ela-*s the most im- 
partial book ever written.—Philadel- 
phia Bulletin. 


Reading: atlbrnry to Write One Novel.

But that one is the 
man who n ill tell fie next generation, 
with authority, that the book is worth 
preserving.—"Drooh," in Ladies'Home 
journal.

Explaining Why Z.OOO People Sat IB 


the Old Tnnl». 


We ran out by train to a small rail- 


way station in the Allahabad distrwt, 
where relief workers were eomingou to 
the works in startlingly large numbers. 
Th« first thing we sa.w afterieaving the 
railway station was a crowd of about 
1,000 country folk sitting down in the 
dry bed o! a tank. The local authori- 
ties eiplained that the people had come 
there a couple of days before and asked 
to be put on the relief « orks in progress 
near there; but as these particular 
works were full they were bidden to 
move 15 or 16 miles farther on to anr 
other work. This they had refused to 
do, and they had remained for two days 
where we found them. On questioning 
them we found that they were decent 
iolk with some small stores of grain in 
their bundles and that their objection 
to "moving1 on" was that it would take 
them to a stony, arid plateau which was 
unfamiliar to and therefore feared by 
them. This seemed intelligible but not 
quite satisfactory. 


We then drove on to see the relief 


work to which they had been refused 
admission. It consisted of remaking an 
old road amd deepening an old tank. On 
the road work was in full swing. The 
lieutenant-governor asked the public 
works officials what was going on in the 
tanks, as owing to the high bank we 
could not see the workers vvitllin the 
tank from where we stood. "Oh!" sakl 
the ready local official, "your honor had 
better sc'e the road work; thetank is not 
worth inspecting, as work has only late- 
ly been started there." The lieutenant- 
governor agreed and went on. My curi- 
osity led me to walk across tbe fields 
and see how the tank work was going 
on. What I saw was about 2,000 people 
comfortably grouped into "gangs" in 
•the dry bed of the tank, without a sin- 
gle tool and, needless to say, doing no 
work. The public works had run short 
of epades, owing to the rush, and had 
"ganged" and paid this happy band for 
the last four days w ithout exacting any 
labor task. The band itself was quite 
content. It was formed into work 
gangs every morning, and sot in gang 
formation throughout the day in the 
warm bed of tbe tank and was duly paid 
in the evening and went oft to bed. 


Then the mystery of my discontented 


friends in the first tank by the railway 
station reiealed itself to me. They, too, 
had wanted to join the spadeless people 
in the other tank and to receive wages 
for doing nothing. Instead of which 
they had lieen bidden to go up into the 
desert a day's journey and there earn. 
bread by the sweatof their brow. They 
thought thiaunjust, and could not make 
up their minds to leave the neighbor- 
hood of a place where people got wages 
for sitting still.—Cor. Westminster Ga- 
zette.

After describing one plucky victory 
won by ticking's son, Mr. Holder says: 


"As victor, Kaitoe was the center of 


interest for the remainder of the day. 
Many gifts and favors fell to Mm, and 
he sat in the seat of honor noxt to the 
king- at the dance and the merrymak- 
ing's on that and succeeding nights. 


"Kaitae was much more intelligent 


tiian many of his comrades, and while 
he joined in their games and pastimes 
he ai> much enjoyed listening to hia 
elders when they related stories of the 
wonders of Waihu in the olden time. 
He learned that in thosedays the island 
was inhabited by many tribes of men, 
all under his ancestor, the king; and 
that the curious platforms and monu- 
ments that have since made Easter 
island famous over the entire world 
v/ere long before erected by his ances- 
tors, just us in our parks we set up 
statues to commemorate our own dis- 
tinguished men; and that the platforms 
were tombs as much revered by the na- 
tives of the island as Westminster ab- 
bey is revered by patriotic English- 
men. 


"During th e boyhood of Kaitae several 


strange ships bearing white men visit- 
ed theisland and traded with the island- 
ers. But some difficulties occurred, and 
numbers of his people were killed; and 
once a horde of rtative enemies came 
in canoes, drove them to their hidden 
ewes, destroyed their homes and killed 
hundreds of'the people. When Kaitae 
and his friends came out from their 
Hiding places they found the statues in 
many cases thrown down or broken in 
pieces and the tombs destroyed. The 
heads of the images weighed tons and 
many could not be replaced; and there 
they lie to this day, prone upon the site 
of the great volcano. 


"A descendant of King Kaitae, also 


bearing his name, is, or was a few years 
ago, still living at Easter island—an old 
man, over 80 years of age, who de- 
lighted in talking to foreigners of the 
wonders of his native Waihu jn ancient 
days."—St. Nicholas.
